“SURPLUS WOMEN.” 

UNMARRIED women who are happy in their work 
always feel amused rather than otherwise at th 
perennial press agitation over “ surplus women.’ 
and in a well reasoned letter to the Times Miss 
Eleanor Rathbone points out some of the com- 
pensating advantages to the community. 

“Tf the number of the sexes could be equal- 
ised,’’ she writes, “ the great majority of women 
would probably marry fairly early in life.

Instead of spending the quiet hours 
before dawn respectable cockerel should, it had 
evidently engaged in a scrap with a rat, and had come 
off second-best, for the skin was torn away from the top 
of the skull and hung to the nape of the neck. 

I perceived that the only way to save the bird was to 
draw the skin close again, and that this could not be 
done by a bandage only; so I provided myself with hot 
water and Lysol, cotton wool, a one-inch bandage, and 
needle and thread. The gardener held the fluttering bird 
whilst I bathed the wound much as 1 wash my babies’ 
heads—-squeezing the water gently over its neck, well 
away from its startled eyes. Then I drew the skin 
together and stitched, as tidily as the ragged wound 
would permit, placed an oil-soaked pad over the head, 
and bandaged the now comical, though pathetic-looking 
fowl. To save him from the ridicule of his messmates, 
and incidentally for safety, we shut him in by himself 
for the next two days, and twice I re-dressed the wound. 
On the third day | removed the bandage and returned 
the bird to his chums; on the ninth day | took out the 
stitches.

THE MATERNAL DEATH-RATE 


*~IR MALCOLM MORRIS, K.U.V.O., F-.R.C.S.E., 
»S writes in the course of an article in the Pall Mall 
and Globe :— 

Dr. Harald We tergaard, ul Copenhagen, believe 


that all civilised lands may ultimately reduce their infant 
mortality rate to between 30 and 40 per thousand births. 
It is not an unattainable ideal. The infant mortality in 
this country in 1871-80 was 149 per thousand Within 
half a century we have brought down that rate to 89 per 


thousand. In New Zealand, that favoured land under 
the Southern Cross, it has fallen to 50. So far, so good; 
and even better days are coming; but this reduced infant 
mortality has not, I regret to say, been attended, during 
the last five-and-twenty years, by an appreciable fall in 
the death-rate of women in childbirth. We have by great 


effort been saving the children; the mothers we have not 
saved. To-day the death-rate among mothers re 
mains approximately what it was in the last decennium 
of the nineteenth century. Every year more than fow 
thousand women perish in handing on the torch of life 
to the next generation, and of those who survive the 


ordeal a substantial proportion rise from childbed to live 
a life of chronic invalidism This ought not to be. The 
agencies by which such a state of things could, to a 
large extent, be prevented, are ilready in existence, but 
evidently must be called into far more effective 
operation if blot upon our civilisation to be 
erased. 

After quoting from the report of Sir George Newman, 
Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry of Health 1920 
the deaths attributed to pregnancy and childbirth in Eng 
land and Wales numbered 4,144, being at the rate of 4.3

per thousand births. Of that total puerperal fever ac 
counted for 1,739 and nephritis for 749), Sir Malcolm 
Morris writes: “ The report fully bears out what I have 
said: that maternal deaths are not only not decreasing 
but were actually more numerous in 1919 and 1920 than 
in the immediately . preceding years Nor this all. 
Mothers who survive the ordeal suffer a great deal of 


invalidism.- This is largely due to puerperal fever, to 
delayed or precipitate labour, and to unskilful delivery. 
Although pregnancy a physiological process it exposes 
a woman to a more or less strain, and makes it 
necessary that she should be well supplied with a suf

ficiency of good food and fresh air, and that she should 
not be overworked. How different are the conditions 
under which an enormous multitude of women in th 


country go through the trying period! :
